Now wea want everybody lo 
understand that this care and 
puidance should rever ceasc. 
Pure miwk. pure water, pure air 
are sAving the lives of thousands 
of children. Semi-annual ecxam- 
inations and check ups will save 
many as they grow older. 

Children’s diseases usually 
come cn suddenly aid severely. 
They must have previous care 
that ilieir general physical con- 
dition may be good in ordcr to 
fight these infections and lessen 
the severity when it comcs.

HEN these troubles are con- 

trolled the norma! child re- 
covers guickly. The one that is 
below par may go on into cases 
of tuberculosis or rheumatic 
fever. Fortunately, these are be- 
coming less common, 

The diseases of middle life, 
from thirty-five to sixty, are 
more of the insidious creeping 
type that develop without marked 
sytnptoms or discomfort. These 
are the conditions that the peri- 
odical examinations wil catch 
before it is too late. 


In 1917, Dr. Eugene Lyman 
Fisk, director of the Life Exten- 
sion Institute, persuaded some of 
the Life Insurance Companies to 
make annual examinations of 
some of their policy holders to 
demonstrate whether life expect- 
ancy could be increased thereby. 
The insurance companies found 
that it paid them well financially 
and they extended their work. 


In 1922, The American Medi- 
cal Association endorsed these 
examinations and prepared a 
manual for physicians with a 
blank for their use. It is an ela- 
borate affair and requires much 
time and effort on the part of 
the physician. 

Immediately. commercial or- 
ganizations advertised such ex- 
aminations and health service 
for a year, at a price of $25.00 to 
$125.00 a year. Certain clinics 
performed these examinations for 
$25.00 to $50.00. 


* . * 


S A result of this, people got 

the idea that it was too ex- 
pensive a proposition for the 
average individual. Many very 
capable physicians do not advo- 
cate the examinations. They say 
that no examination will allow 


them to make an accurate esti- 
mate of life expectancy; that the 
cause of sneaking disease cannot 
always be found. 


That too much information 
about their bodies is not good for 
a patient, especially if he is the 
worrying kind; and that assur- 
ance of good health cannot be 
given for the future. All of which 
is right and proper. But an ela- 
borate expensive examination is 
not needed except in a few cases. 

The ordinary‘ inspection. the 
patient’s health story, examina- 
tion of the pulse, heart, lungs, 
and kidneys. and blood pressure. 
just about the same as he would 
make if you went to him with a 
severe cold, and at about the 
same cost, is sufficient in ninety 
per cent of the cases. 

You and the doctor will gain 
much from this examination. He 
will learn how your heart and 
lungs act when you are well; 
and you will learn to know and 
tru him. If sickness comes, 
your doctor will possess a yard 
stick by which to measure your 
condition and you will have 
someone who you feel knows you 
and is your friend.

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EXERCISE EYES 
TO KEEP THEM 
KEEN AND CLEAR 


By JACQUELINE HUNT 


YES were intended to he keen, 

alert and to be able to see for 
great distances. Modern living 
has changed that, however, and 
most of us spend long hours bent 
over a typewriter, reading or do- 
ing some task that requires close 
concentration. This means mus- 
cles that normally would be used 
are allowed to become weak and 
useless, while other muscles are 
unduly strained. 

Few of us can change our liv- 
‘ne habits, but every one can and 
should take steps to keep the eyes 
bright, healthy, and strong. Ex- 
ercise is just as necesary for the 
eyes as it is for the body. It 
keeps the muscles toned and 
elastic, and it stimulates the 
glands to nermai action. 


One of the simplest exercises 
is rolling the eyes. Do this in big 
circles, three .imes in one direc- 
tion and three.times in the op- 
posice direc- 
tion, Try tak- 
ing a deep 
breath and 
hold it vhile 
making three 
complete cir 
cles: 

A similer 
exercise 15 to 
fix the cyes 
on alarge 
niece cf fur- 
niture or a 
weH space 
and let your 
gaze travel 
very slowly 
sround the circumference. This 
exercice is relaxing. 

Anoiner excreise is to look 
straight up as if vou were trying 
to see the-top of your head, then 
down as far as possible, then 
back to the center. Relax a sec- 
ond and repeat about ten times. 
Next, move the eyes in diagonally, 
up to the right and down to the 
left. Do this twice and bring the 
eyes back to the center, then re- 
verse, moving the eyes up to the 
left and down to the right. 

When you have finished the 
exercises, lean your elbows on 
the table, your head held com- 
fortably in the palms of your 
hands and cover your eyes with 
your fingers pressing lightly. Im- 
agine yourself smiling, but do 
not actually smile. You can feel 
the little muscles relax. Rest in 
this position until you feel 
drowsy. 


These simple eye exercises help 
prevent the tiny lines that are 
apt to appear around the eyes 
from strain. The circulation is 


improved and the action of the 
glands which furnish the eyes 
with the soothing saline solution 
is speeded up so the eyes are 
clear and healthy. 

When doing any kind of work 
that calls for close attention 
raise the eyes occasionally and 
look away toward the horizon, or 
if there is no horizon in sight. 
blink the eyes several times to 
relieve the strain and brighten 
them. Do this frequently when 
you go to the theater or to a 
movie.

QUESTION: “My skin is liter- 
ally sprinkled with blackheads 
and no amount of scrubbing and 
treating my skin with creams and 
tonics seems to help. I would like 
to try removing the blackheads 
by steaming if you will only tell 
me how this is done.—Helene.”’ 


Steaming is very relaxing to 
the tissues and its repeated use 
will cause enlarged pores and 
sagging muscles. However, as a 
beginning you might use this 
method to free your skin of the 
offending specks: Cleanse your 
face thoroughly and apply a gen- 
erous coating of cream, Pin a 
large turkish towel about your 
head. Now pour boiling water 
into a wash basin, bend forward 
and drop the towel vent-fashion 
over the bowl. Your skin will get 
most of the rising vapor. After 
three minutes, pat your skin with 
a towel squeezed out of the hot 
water. Now place thick pieces of 
cotton over your fingers and by 
“pulling” and pressing gently 
extract the larger of the black- 
heads. Finish by patting the skin 
with a towel wrung out of cold 
water to which an antiseptic has 
been added. After this depend on 
soap and water cleansing with a 
complexion brush to complete 
the elearing-up process.

Dr. Elihu Thomson Is the Last of the “Big Four” of 
The Electricity World, and He’s Still at It 


TILL ‘at his experiments daily, 

Dr, Elihu Thomson, last of the 
“Big Four” of electricity—along 
with Thomas A. Edison, Charles 
F. Bush, and James J. Wood— 
reaches his eighty-first year vig- 
orous and looking for .nore 
worlds to conquer. The dean of 
electrical engineers can -hink 


back over almost the entire span: 


of electrical experience. He is a 
pioneer who has seen the field 
develon from the experiments of 
a few men into one of the most 
important—if not the most im- 
portant—economic forces in the 
world. 

Dr. Thomson was born in 
Manchester, England, Marc' 29, 
1853, and was brought to this 
country when he was five. Phil- 
adelphia, the home of the elec- 
trically-minded Benjamin Frank- 
lin, was where he began his edu- 
cation. Even at the age of eleven 
he constructed a friction elec- 
trical machine, in which an old 
wine bottle was the chief part. 
After he had stored up a good 
charge he tried it out on his 
skeptical father. The latter was 
almost flattened by the spark. 
anu became convinced his son 
was destined for great things. 

He finished his studies at the 
Boys’ Central High School at 


~ @ighteen, and immediately be- 


came an instructor there. At .his 
time he also experimented in 
chemistry. photography, and 
geology. In 1876 he produced his 
first dynamo before the Frank- 
lin Institute, and two years later 
he constructed his bi-phase dy- 
namo, significant because it con- 
tained the essentials of modern 
dynamos. 

In collaboration with Prof. 
E. J. Houston he qevelcped the 


arc light, and shortly afterward ° 


moved to New Britain,,.Conn. 
Their patents were exploited by 
the Thomson-Houston Electric 
Company, which later, combined 
with the Edison interests. be- 
came the General Electric Com- 
pany. 

Dr. Thomson’s many inven~ 
tions include: the alternating 
current distribution of  lec- 
tricity; the watt-hour meter, 
with which it is possible to meas- 
ure the amount. of electricity 
used; the alternating current re- 
pulsion motor, of vital impor- 
tance to industry; a device to 
produce the electrical waves now 
used in radio; electric resistance 
welding; centrifugal cream S€p~- 
arator (with Professor Houstoh) ; 
th. electric locomotive; . stereo- 
sconic methods in X-ray phoics- 
raphy. In this country alone he 
holes 700 patents.
